—* AE Extravagant Proceedings of the 
aa High Churchmen have bee fuch 
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in the Matters fome of the laft Pa- 
pers have have been Talking of, that no 
Wonder It has produced-Thoughts as Extra- 
vagant in the Minds of the People, elpeci- 
ally of thofe Honeft, Well-meaning Perfons, 
who judge of Peoples Meaning by their 
Words, and do not remember that thefe 
fortof Gentlemen, are not always to be un- 
derftvod to Mean as they fy, nor always to 
Mean any thing at all. 

However, as I fay, thefe Things have led 
abundance of People to Various Suggefti- 
ous, and fome very Wild and Extravagant ; 
fo I thall {peak only to two of the Cafes 
which I have mec with in our prefent Cir- 
cunftances, 

1. One Honeft, Well-meaning Gentle- 
man, upon Reading the Memorisi, came ve- 
ry Serioufly to me, with the following Que- 
ftion: Six, fays he, the Language of shis 


Book, fpeaks a great Deal of Revenge in the 
Minds of thefe People 5 What do you think of 
it, WON’T THEY: REBEL? 

2. Another in as much Concern, comes 
with another Queftion ; This Memorial, fays 
he, Threatens bard, what the next Parlia- 
ment will do to the Minifters of State, Cer- 
tatnly they Defigh anotber Tack; What think 
you, will they-Venture to bring another Oc- 
cafional Bill into the Houfe ? 

Ic is requifite, previous to the Confidera- 
tion of thele twa Queftions, to Examine, 
who is to be underftood here by the-Word 
THEY ; Won’t THEY Rebel? And will 
THEY bring in another Bill? 

And not to carry my Readers round about 
the Buih ; | fhall not pretend to put my Glofs 
upon ir, or Examine who, and what forts of 
Men ought to be underftood here; but I'l 
give the fame Dirett Anfwer the Enquirer 
gave me, when ! return’d that Queftion up- 
on them, viz. Thele Facobites and Tackers, 
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for they are always together in their Society, 
and their Arguments, faid the Perfon, to 
which I agree, and in their Principles too. 

I fhall take the firft Queftion a little to 
pieces, and Anfwer it perhaps in a Different 
manner from what fome People expeét; who 
in Cafe they had Courage enough to make 
the Attempt, Defpife it with a Contempt 
too low for the Circumftance. :

when he was pleafed to Write another way, 
than he does row, wrote a Famous Poem, 
called Gigantomacbiz, or an Account of a 
Bloody Fight between three Pagan, or High- 
Choch Knights, and a: Chriftian or Whicgtfe 
Gyant; toex plain the Faé of w hich,the Story 
was in fhort this; Thaec Three Worthy City 
Knights having got a Poor Fel'ow that works 
to them, to the Tavern, they would make 
him Drink the Dute of York’s Health, the 
Poor Man refufed, although his Livelihood 
depended upon them 3 upon which, they took 
upon them to give him Perfoual Corredion. 
This fo moved the Flefh and Blood of the 
Man, thst Nawnre Rebeling again Principk, 
nay,and againg his Intereft coo, he fell out 
with them, Beat them all Three, Kick’d 
them down Stairs, and Bruis’d their Under 
frandings ia amoft Unrerciful Manner, and 
the Civil Gentlemen gave him next Day 
one Hundred Pounds to hold his Tongue 3 
bat the Story coming abroad in a few Days, 
BMr./”¥—ly made this Unhappy Poem upon 
them, and according to his Extraordinary, 
Genius, concludes it very aptly ina Gene 
ral Exhortation to the Party, thus ; 


Then, Tories, take a Friend's Advice, 
WellWifter to your Nofe and Eyes, 
Who rever lik'd ibs Enterprize 

To Whigland fo Deligkting. 
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Drink for the Duke, tobile you e: 
Chafe all Phanaticks round the Land, 


With Gliffes ready Charg'd in Hand, 
But priy take heed of Fig 


From this very Principle, when the Qt 
ftion 1am upon was ftarted, Will they fe 


Jam afraid not, {aid another who did sas 44 
much conlider the Cafe, as I hope fome hays - 


done. 
To thefe Gentlemen who are fo warm 


this way, I take the Freedom to fay as our 


Saviour, to thofe forward Difciples that were 
for calling for Fire from Heaven, Ye know 
nos what Spirit you are of 3 for my part, I dee 
clare it to be my Opinion, they will never 
really Rebel,that it is not in their Thoughts, 
nor have they either Intereft, Numbers, or 
Courage for the Attempt. 

In the next place, I cannot with 
would, becaufe ia Charity to them, as Mi- 
flaken Gentlemen, but Fellow Englifh Men 
and Proseftamts, Y cannot with their Deftru- 
¢tion, which would moft certainly be the 
Eifett of any fuch Prepofterous Attempt; I 
cannot think any Man can be pl-afed to {ee 
Mea thac are of che fame Blocd and Climate 
wti our felves, Nzighiours and Sociates 
however Mifled, and fgnorantly prepoflef¥d, 
Hurry themfelves on to Inevitable Rul 
and Precipizaze their Families and Inn 
Children, in the Feolifh, as well as Fatal 
Confequences of their Father's Paffions. I 
cannot fee a Martherer go to his Deferved 
Execution,without pitying Humane Nature, 
forfaken ot Divine Condnét, and abandoned 
of that Intiuence that in others Reftrains 
them from the fame Excziles 3 and for this 
Reafon, and very few other, I cannot wih 
thefe a to be fo weak co their own In- 
tereft, and fo foolifhly Blind tu their parti¢ae 
lar Safety, asto Enter upon Viotence. 

Bnt left this Charity of mine fheuld be 
Abnfed, and taken, according to Cuftom, 
for a Gtofs put wpon real Appreh=niions, I 
miuft take the Freedom to Exolain my felf, 
that withoat any Boafting, | think rhis Na- 
tion need be in no Fears fur rhe Macter ; the 
Party have indeed fhewn their Teeth, Snarl- 
ed at the Government, and Ta!k’d of it a 
little a certain sign to me, they Mare do 
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wo more thaw Talk of it: For had they any 


- fuch real Deiign, they would be the laf to 


Talk of it themfelves 5-bat as to the real 
Danger of it, Ifee through it with a great 
deal of Satisfaftion ; the Power of the Par- 


too far Crufh’d, their Heads are more 


ngerous than their Hands, and the force 
of their Numbers, is a meer Scare 


Crow. 
It is trae, that they are Dangerous in 


their Private Attempts to Divide us, and of 


that I fhatl {peak by it felF; but while I am 
Treating of their Open Violence, this is an 
Argument againit it ; for were they able to 
Reduce the Nation, and alter the Govern- 
ment by force, they would not fail to at- 
tempt it, elpecially now thev have Freach 


-Power attheir Back, and the Natlon Em- 


barrafs'd in a Bloodyand Hazardous War. 
To what purpofe then are all our Fears? 
Their Diftretion is our Protettion; you fee 
our Armies are Abroad, our Fleets gone a 
length from whence they cannot foun be 
Recall’d; our Force at Home finall,all is Na- 
ked and Open; if their Strength were fui- 
table co their Good Wilk, they would cer- 
tainly attempt it in fuch a Time as this 5 
and ’tis plain, the Terrours of their own 
Guilt, will not fuffer them to make the at- 
tempt ; they know the very Common People 
of Exgland, would Tear them to Pieces; 
they know the Mob of England, will have 
no Popery, will never go back, will no more 
be Recunciled tothe Church of France, than 
to the Government of France, and they are 
Convinced there isno meddling with os that 
way. 

And for this Reafon they make their At- 
tempts another way, that is, by private Sug- 
geftions, Dividing openly the Breaches, ma- 
king Wounds where there were none ; blow- 
ing up Divifions and Animofities, Foment- 
ing Jealoufies and Fears, and Jil Blood a- 
mong thofe who have but one Intereft, and 
can have in reafon but one Defign. 

In this Vile Attempt, it muft be confefs’d, 
they have had too much Succefs, and the fa- 
t2l Confequences have been too apparent 5 
their Defigns have had fuch a Progrefs on 
the Unhappy Tempers of the People, that 
here they have given us too much caufe to 
think them Dangerous, 
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T coul® Jauseh ont hert in a very Pathe- 
tick Exclamation, atthe Blindnefsadd Folly 
of this Nation, -in fuffering their -Senfes co 
be Stupified and Bewildred with the- y 
Arguments of-a Party, whofe plain Detign 
is to Embroil us all 5 and mdeed it is with 
Difficulty I reftrain my {elf in this Cafe, to 
fee Proteftants, Fellow Ceriftians, Neigh 
bours, and Lnglifh Mien, Bite and Devour 
one anotber, while a Party of Men frand be- 
hind the Curtain, Loo them om, as Butchers 
do thelr Bull-Dogs, and Shour, Halloo, and 
Rejoyce, ‘when they fee the Btood of the 
Unchriftian Wounds, Stain both Parties; 
the Objeé is Melancholy and Moving, and 
he muft have a very fmail Conpern for the 
Good of his Native Country,‘‘whd can fee 
it, and not be fenfibly affected with the fad 
Confequences of it. 

This indeed, is the only way that theft 
People are Dangerous, their Hands have 
nothing Terrible in them, the force they cam 
ufe, is a Trifle ; but this way they are Fire- 
brands, and like Sampfon’s Foxes, they Dr- 
ftroy the Harveftof our Tranquillity. 

"Tis true, the Evit is it vurfelves, and is 
wholly owing to our own Folly and Blind- 
nefs, in fuffering a Party of Men, whofe Ends 
are fo Notorioufly known to be the General 
Deftruétion of our Religion and Liberty, 
gain fo much Ground of us, and obtain fo 
much opon the Temper of our People, asto 
work our General Ufneafinefs. 

It is their Crime indeed, who attempt te 
Divide us, but itis our Folly to be Divided 5 
and could we but fee through the wtak 
Shams and Pretences of the Party, eould we 
but open our Eyes to the real Intereft of our 
Families, and Confider onr felves as Englifh 
Men, and as Chriftians, we fhould eafily a- 
void this Snare, : 

I hall never attempt to do any thing 
which another more Worthy, and‘more Ca- 
pable, has done before me; I know nothing 
I can do in this Cafe betcer, to move us all 
to Concurr in the General Peace of Neigh- 
bours, and Charity of Christians, than to 
recommend to the Reading and Serious Con- 
fideration of that Excellent Sermon Preach'd 
by the Reverend Dr. Wills, at-the Cathedral 
of St. Paul’s in the Prefence of the Queen 
and. Nobility, on the laft Thank{giving Day 5 
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a, Sermon worthy of him that Preach’d it, 
and of tholé that heard it ; aSermonPreach’d 
with that Zeal, Compes’d with that Care, 
Sincerity of Affeétion, and Honeft Dengan 
for the General Good, that asa moft Incom- 
parable Performance, I cannot but prefs all 
my Readers to the Praétice of its Particu- 
lars. 

A Sermon, that befides its Extraordina- 
ries of Method, Languags, and Argument, 
has the particular Qualification of being 
aWord fpobe in Seafou, a Sermon that 
Touches our real Difeafe, and if we are not 
hardned beyond the Cowmon Rate, muft 
move us to Confider and Enquire, why we, 
who might otherwife be the happieft Natiou 
in the World, are the moft Divided, the 
moit Diftraéted, Uncharitable, of all our 
Neighbours ; among whem nothing is to be 
feen but Fudzb Vexing Ephraim, and E:braim 
Envying Fudab; and of whom ic may be 
juflly Prophelied, ‘ That if we thus goon 
*¢ to Biteand Devour one another, we fhall 
at laft be Devoured one of another. 

To Men of ary Honefiy, Sincerity, or 
Concern for their Native Country, the Mc- 
ving Eluquerce of this Sermon, mut be E% 
fGual; as for Neher Milftones, as tor Peo- 
ple givenup, tothem “sis invainto Preach, 
all Sermons are ufzleS among them 3 they 
ruff be let alone, till being fu’d with their 
own Devices, They become the Authors both 
of theirown Crimes, aod their own Puniih- 
ment ; for of fuch it may de fafely laid yTheie 
Deftruction is thei¢ own, and the Nation has 
nothing, to fear from their Power.
